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C omplon 


RAMA, fiction, and even 
bD biography would be dull 
indeed if strict adher- 
ence to historic facts were re- - 
quired of their writers. And to 
limit our reading to purely factual 
books would be unthinkable. 

Agreeing, for example, that Shakespeare 
had a pertect right to dramatize historic 
events and to write lines for Caesar and 
Mark Antony that they never spoke, how 
can we enjoy such imaginative digressions 
and still keep our mental record of people 
and events reasonably clear? 


The scholar’s prescription might be to 
balance fictionized accounts by reading 
standard histories and biographies, which 
is good—if excellent library facilities are 
available and time for reading unlimited. 


My own suggestion stems from a habit 
I acquired in childhood when my father 
bought me a little two-volume encyclo- 
pedia which, interestingly enough, F. E. 
Compton, founder of Compton's Pictured 
Encyclopedia, then published. 


Together Father and I correlated part of 
our general reading with the articles in my 
little encyclopedia, until “looking up the 
facts’’ became a kind of game. 


Some of those articles were pretty dull. 
Today as I turn to such Compton articles 
as Mary, Queen of Scots, Samuel Johnson, 
Queen Elizabeth I, or Richard II after 
reading plays or watching them on tele- 
vision, I think how fortunate children and 
young people are to have at hand such an 
interesting “background for reading.”

In 
each article on a foreign country there 
is a precede giving population, area, kind 
of government, name of head of govern- 
ment, predominant language and religion, 
facts about agriculture, manufactured prod- 
ucts, etc. Similarly a background is given 
for U. S. states and territories. 


Biographical data include articles on 
prominent heads of government, a list of 
outstanding People of the Year with brief 
information about them, and a table of 
notable persons who died within the year. 
The price? Oh, yes—$2.95.

The Book of Catholic Quotations. Com- 
piled from approved sources, ancient, 
medieval and modern. Selected and 
edited by John Chapin. New York, 
Farrar, Straus and Cudahy, [1956]. 
1073p. 24cm. cloth $8.50; to schools and 
libraries, 20 per cent discount. 

This book is a collection of quotations 
intended primarily for the lay or average 
Catholic. According to the Preface, “The 
word ‘Catholic’ is understood throughout 
the work in the sense in which it was 
used by Pope St. Gregory VII... , namely 
as implying agreement with the Roman 
Church in matters of Faith and morals.” 
The volume bears the Nihil obstat and 
Imprimatur, “official declarations that a 
book is free of doctrinal or moral error.” 

It has been possible to identify the edi- 
tor, John Chapin, as an authority in Cath- 
olic literature only as a translator of 
Charles Journet’s Primacy of Peter from 
the Protestant and from the Catholic Point 
of View and as the compiler of A Treasury 
of Catholic Reading (BooKuist 53:568, 
Jl 15 57). However, he is a writer with 
a degree from Oxford University and with 
experience in the New York Public Li- 
brary and in the Library of Congress. In 
the Preface he acknowledges the advice 
of several members of the Catholic clergy 
and the assistance given him by the staffs 
of the New York Public Library, the 
Library of Congress, and the library of 
Union Theological Seminary. He also ex- 





presses gratitude to the staffs of libraries 
of Catholic institutions, e.g., Fordham 
University and Catholic University. 

The more than 10,000 quotations in- 
cluded in the collection are arranged 
topically and chronologically under some 
1,500 headings. All quotations originally 
in other languages are translated into 
English; occasionally the original text 
follows the translation. The book would 
have been easier to consult if a table of 
contents similar to that 
Home Book of Quotations had been in- 
cluded, for under some categories many 
subdivisions are used. Examples are the 
entries under Blessed Virgin Mary which 
occupy 22 pages with 22 subheads; Cath- 
olic Church with 15 divisions; Jesus Christ 
with 11 divisions. It is true that some of 
these are to be found as running titles at 
the top of the pages, but not all of them 
are so indicated. The choice of subject 
headings seems to be satisfactory on the 
whole; general terms used agree to a 
great extent with those found in Stevenson. 
The book jacket states, “Emphasis has nat- 
urally been placed on developing those 
headings which receive inadequate treat- 
ment in the standard non-Catholic works, 
such as God, Religion, Mass, Blessed Vir- 
gin, Blessed Sacrament, etc.” Cross refer- 
ences are indicated by both see and see 
also. 

According to the Preface, the quotations 
‘.. . have been carefully selected from a 
list of approved Catholic sources from the 
earliest years of the church down to the 
present time.” “Maxims, proverbs, defini- 
tions; a selection of important pronounce- 
ments by the supreme pontiffs and other 
ecclesiastical authorities; typical state- 
ments of saints, doctors, and mystics; quo- 
tations from poets and prose writers. . .” 
are all to be found. It is to be noted, how- 
ever, that while the work includes many 
quotations on religious subjects and many 
of the quotations express a Catholic point 
of view, many others are general quota- 
tions which happen to be by Catholics. 
Examples of the latter are many of those 
under Death, Drinking, Riches, Shakes- 
peare, and Fear. Biblical quotations have

been excluded, mainly because they are 
available in other works. Modern Con- 
tinental Catholic sources have also been 
omitted. “The supreme pontiffs, the Code 
of Canon Law, and a number of other 
writers have been excepted from this rule 
for obvious réasons, but on the whole, for 
this period, the work is largely confined to 
Catholic sources from the English-speak- 
ing world.” Most of the quotations are 
from early sources, e.g., the first century 
is represented by some 30 quotations from 
Pope St. Clement I; the second century by 
quotations from St. Irenaeus; the third 
century by many from the works of Ter- 
tullian. From the medieval period quota- 
tions from St. Anselm, John Gower, 
Chaucer, Dante, and Thomas Aquinas are 
given. More recent authors quoted are 
Cardinal Newman, Lionel Johnson, Fred- 
erick William Faber, and Alice Meynell. 
According to the editor, no particular ef- 
fort was made to include contemporary, 
living Catholic authors even in the United 
States. However, a very few present-day 
authors, including Father D’Arcy, SWJ., 
Monsignor Knox, Bishop Sheen, Thomas 
Merton, and Father John La Farge, S.J., 
among others, are quoted. References to 
sources are not as exact as in Stevenson, 
for pages or lines of a work are frequently 
not given in The Book of Catholic Quota- 
tions. For instance, there are no page 
references to Hilaire Belloc’s The Crisis 
of Civilization or his Great Heresies, to 
Thomas Merton’s Seeds of Contemplation, 
or to Jacques Maritain’s Freedom in the 
Modern World. For quotations from Dante, 
canto numbers are given, but not lines. 
The Index of Subjects, a detailed word 
index which is arranged alphabetically by 
important words and phrases, and the 
Index of Sources, which includes authors, 
provide additional approaches to the quo- 
tations. The Index of Subjects seems 
somewhat difficult to read because of its 
rather fine print and the great number of 
phrases given under some entries, for ex- 
ample, God, Faith, Catholic Church, 
Priests. Even though the phrases are ar- 
ranged alphabetically, it will not always 
be easy for a reader to find the quotation 
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“Toys here and now and toys of other 
lands and times are neatly described 
and pictured in a handy little book 
which may hold as much interest for 
those who work with children as for 
children themselves. Teachers-to-be, re- 
creation directors, and camp personnel 
might find suggestions for craft projects 
in this varied presentation . . . with gay 
illustrations.”—Virginia Kirkus Bulletin

The volume is attractive in appearance, 
with good binding and excellent print, 
except for the fine print in the Index of 
Subjects. 

The Book of Catholic Quotations is de- 
signed to fill the need for a book of quota- 
tions compiled from the Catholic point of 
view. Though many quotations of a gen- 
eral nature are included it seems to supply 
those of special interest to Catholics, 
which no other book of quotations does. 
According to the Preface, “for the sake of 
completeness, a certain number of state- 
ments by non-Catholics, by dubious Cath- 
olics, or from works listed on the Index 
of Prohibited Books, have been included.” 
In the Index of Sources such authors or 
works are indicated by an asterisk. In 
the Preface, the editor says he “must as- 
sume for the most part that his readers 
are generally familiar with the context, or 
can gather it from the quotation itself’: 
otherwise the quotations may be mis- 
interpreted. For readers with this back- 
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ground, this work is an excellent refer- 
ence book, because it provides access to 
the works of the Saints and Fathers of the 
Catholic Church, its papal pronounce- 
ments, and its liturgy, and includes selec- 
tions from great writers of prose and po- 
etry. The Book of Catholic Quotations is 
recommended. 


The New Dictionary of Thoughts: A Cy- 
clopedia of Quotations From the Best 
Authors of the World, Both Ancient and 
Modern, Alphabetically Arranged by 
Subjects.

The New Dictionary of Thoughts was 
originally compiled by Tryon Edwards and 
published in 1852 with the title, Jewels for 
the Household. Since that time, it has 
been revised and enlarged several times 
and has appeared under various copy- 
rights. Ralph Emerson Browns is the re- 
vision editor of the present edition which 
was copyrighted in 1957 by the Standard 
Book Company. While the dust jacket 
lists Hanover House as the present pub- 
lisher, the title page lists the Standard 
Book Company. 

In the front of the volume is the Subject 
Finder. This consists of more than 30 
pages, four columns to the page, giving a 
list of subjects, most of which are followed 
immediately by a topic of opposite mean- 
ing in italics and then by one or more 
subjects of related or similar meaning. If 
one looked in the main alphabet under all 
the topics listed in the Subject Finder as 
related or opposed to the subject desired, 
one should be able to find all the thoughts 
about that topic in this dictionary. The 
main part of the dictionary is arranged 
alphabetically by subject, but the thoughts 
or quotations under each subject are not 
arranged in any perceivable order. Cross 
references are given immediately after 
the subject entry, and the term see is used 
to refer to related topics, rather than see 
also as found in accepted library practice. 


There are three special sections in the 
book: “Familiar Expressions from the 
Bible,” listed in the main alphabet follow- 
ing the quotations about the Bible; “Fa- 
miliar Phrases from Shakespeare,” listed 
in the main alphabet in the middle of the 
topic “Shame”; and “Familiar Phrases,” 
listed after the main alphabet. Users of 
the book would not find these special sec- 
tions unless they examined the volume 
very carefully or read about them in the 
Preface. At the back of the book is an 
Authors’ Reference Index, which gives the 
dates of birth and death, a word or two 
to identify the author, and the pages on 
which quotations from that author’s works 
can be found. 

Three books of quotations, all with the 
same basic arrangement by subject, were 
selected for comparison with The New 
Dictionary of Thoughts. They are Hoyt’s 
New Cyclopedia of Practical Quotations, 
Mencken’s A New Dictionary of Quota- 
tions, and Stevenson’s The Home Book of 
Quotations. 

Edwards gives only the name of the 
author as the source of a quotation, and 
then often only last names, as Johnson, 
Young, and Colton. Mencken gives the 
author of the quotation, including his first 
and last names, the title of the book, the 
date of the book, and the act if from a play. 
Stevenson gives the author’s first and last 
names, the title of the work, the chapter, 
and if it is a poem, the line, and if a play, 
the act and scene. Hoyt gives the author’s 
last name, the title of the work, and the 
line if a poem, and the act and scene if a 
play. 

In using a book of quotations arranged 
alphabetically by subject, one finds the 
author index very useful. Edwards has an 
Authors’ Reference Index, which gives the 
dates of birth and death, and a distin- 
guishing phrase, as “Am. author” or “Eng. 
divine.” The page or pages on which quo- 
tations from an author’s works are found 
are listed unless “he is quoted too fre- 
quently to make it necessary to cite pages 
on which quotations may be found.” 
Names of such authors are preceded by 
an asterisk. Edwards does not list pages 
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for 137 authors, including such relatively 
unimportant authors as Gamaliel Bailey, 
Christian Bovee, Richard Cecil, Tryon 
Edwards, and Nathaniel Emmons. Hoyt 
has an index of authors quoted with 
places and dates of birth and death, and 
brief characterizations. The identifying 
phrases are much more distinguishing 
than those found in Edwards. Hoyt also 
gives the pages for quotations from au- 
thor’s works, except for those authors who 
are quoted too frequently. There are 81 
authors for whom no page references are 
cited. As there are roughly 3,400 authors 
in Hoyt, and about 2,300 in Edwards, Hoyt 
has given pages for a much larger propor- 
tion of the authors listed. Stevenson has 
an index of authors, giving the dates of 
birth and death and a brief characteriza- 
tion including nationality and occupation. 
Stevenson is specific about the authors 
for whom no page references are given. 
If the number of quotations from an au- 
thor exceeds 150 then the pages where 
the quotations can be found are not given, 


although there are 10 authors with over | 


150 quotations who are indexed com- 
pletely. Mencken has no author index. 

A number of errors were found in the 
author index to Edwards. Several mis- 
spelled names were located, e.g., Nabb in 
the main part, Nabbes in the Index; Aikin 
in the main alphabet, Aiken in the Index; 
Boyse in the main alphabet, Boyes in the 
Index. Some authors listed in the main 
alphabet do not appear in the Index at all. 
This is true of Sharpe, Waterland, and 
Whately. The many omissions and errors 
seriously affect the value of the Index to 
the user. 

In comparing the number of quotations 
for various subjects, it was found that in 
some cases Edwards had more than Hoyt 
or Mencken, but that Stevenson usually 
had more than any of the others. In fact, 
Stevenson often had several subdivisions 
under a topic for which the other books 
had only a few quotations. 

A comparison of the types of subjects 
included in the various dictionaries 
showed that Edwards emphasized topics 
of a more abstract nature, as pacifism, 
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pathos, peculiarity, penance, perdition, 
and perfidy; none of these headings was 
listed in Hoyt or Stevenson. On the other 
hand, Hoyt and Stevenson included such 
concrete objects as pansy, peach, peacock, 
pelican, and perfume; none of these was 
found in Edwards. All included such topics 
as pain, patience, patriotism, and peace. 

It was difficult to understand how 
Edwards determined under which topic to 
list a quotation. Under “Old Age” there 
are 16 quotations, but under “Age” the 
following quotations appear: “Old age is 
a blessed time”; “Old age is a tyrant”; 
and “Grow old gracefully.” It is true that 
the Subject Finder refers the user from 
“Old Age” to “Age,” but one would ex- 
pect to find the above sentences with the 
others under “Old Age.” 

The format of the book is satisfactory. 
Each page has two columns with the usual 
guide words at the top of each column. 
The subjects in the main alphabet are in 
large black capitals and are easily located. 
The three full-page illustrations, one of 
the gospel writers, one of Moses, and one 
of Shakespeare, are poor and add nothing 
to the value of the book. 

For locating quotations or finding their 
sources, Edwards is of little use. There is 
no concordance and no consistent selec- 
tion of headings under which to list en- 
tries. There is no perceivable arrange- 
ment under each subject heading, and if 
the user happens to stumble on the de- 
sired quotation, there is no indication of 
the title of the work from which it came 
or information about act, stanza, or line. 
Either Hoyt or Stevenson is much more 
useful in finding quotations and _ their 
sources. There are too many authors in 
Edwards for whose quotations there are 
no page references, and for those authors 
with page references, no sources are given. 





If the user is not interested in the source 
of a quotation, he may find Edwards help- 
ful in furnishing selections, sometimes 
longer than in Hoyt, Mencken, or Steven- 
son, on some abstract topics not found in 
the other three. 

The New Dictionary of Thoughts is not 
recommended for purchase for home or 
library use.

A completely happy child development film, 
an excerpt from The lonely night. Theme— 
that parents can relax and be themselves, can 
share work and play with their children, with 
good results—is a positive, refreshing, re- 
assuring approach to parenthood. No guilt, no 
anxieties, no problems, only a_ responsible 
father and a devoted mother who enjoy each 
new step their children take toward maturity 
and whose most effective teaching is by ex- 
ample. Papa and Mama Dunn let their chil- 
dren explore new situations to build con- 
fidence, inner strength, and security, in the 
belief that if children find their own way, 
they will not easily succumb to the pressures 
of life. Lay discussion leadership can serve 
admirably for this film for parent groups. For 
high schools and colleges, ministers and re- 
ligious leaders in marriage and fainily life 
education.

George Sinclair Mitchell, American economist 
and former director of the Southern Regional 
Council, presents a thought-provoking analy- 
sis of problems which have faced the South 
in the past and those which are shaping its 
future. He begins with a brief history that 
covers the importance of slaves and the ques- 
tion of slavery, and discusses the wide differ- 
ences between the four main regions known 
as the Mountain Area, the Piedmont, the 
Piney Woods, and the Plantation South. Mr. 
Mitchell expresses optimism about solving 
problems until he appraises the issue of civil 
rights in the Plantation South. His plan of 
gradualism for integration will not be satis- 
factory for either ardent integrationists or 
segregationists but his discussion is enlighten- 
ing and a contribution to understanding of the 
South, particularly for Northerners. Essen- 
tially a photographed lecture, the film is en- 
livened by Mr. Mitchell’s charm and humor 
and by use of illustrative maps, blackboard 
drawings, and film clips of Southern scenes. 
Recommended for individual stimulation or 
group discussion with high school, college, 
and adult groups. The film was produced by 
the Department of Social Education and Ac- 
tion of the Presbyterian Church, U.S.A., 
in cooperation with the Southern Regional 
Council. 


The life of Thomas A. Edison. Almanac.

Reviews the life of Thomas A. Edison with 
deep insight, sympathy, and understanding, 
telling much about his family and children 
and the personal life of the man. The back- 
ground for several of his numerous inventions 
is portrayed and his contributions to science 
are discussed. Restorations of the scenes of his 
early work, his laboratories, and homes are 
authentic in their detailed portrayal. The work 
of Edison resulting in the inventions of the 
incandescent lamp, phonograph, and motion 
pictures is emphasized, with sequences of the 
development of inventions and their applica- 
tions. The reproduction of some of Edison’s 
original motion pictures are of particular in- 
terest. The film has wide appeal for audiences 
ranging from preadolescent to adult groups.
